Corroborates Stories of Jack Ruse 


and “Bridgey” Webber. 
New York, Aug. 2.—“Dago Frank” 
Ciroflei, one of the four accused of the 
actual murder of Herman Rosenthal, 
turned state's evidence. 
He will be taken before the grind 
jury, where he will tell how Rosen 
thai was surrounded and shot to death 
at the door of the Metro pole; of the 
number of shots tired aud who tired 
them. 
Arrangements to get a confession 
from “Dago Frank” were completed af­ 
ter the prisoner had been arraigned 
before Coroner Fein berg and his ex­ 
amination had been adjourned. He was 
taken into a room In which Deputy 
Police Commissioner Dougherty and 
Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
Frank 
Moss were waiting. 
The prisoner had been depending on 
an alibi. He had arranged to show that 
at the time Rosenthal was shot he was 
in a saloon in Sylvan Place, in Har­ 
lem, trying to get a bail bond for a 
woman named Rosie Harris, who had 
beeu locked up a few hours before. P 
was in the rooms of Rosie H a m s that 
“Dago Frank” was arrested. 
Commissioner 
Dougherty 
got 
to 
work on “Dago Frank” and blew his 
alibi to shreds. Then the prisoner be­ 
gan to cry and admitted he was one of 
the four men who participated in the 
actual murder, but he swore he did a I 
tire a shot. The shooting was done, ne 
said, either by "Lefty Ix>uie” or by 
"W hitey” lAfwis. 
Cirotici’s lawyer was seen by the dis 
trick attorney after the prisoner had 
forsaken his alibi. The mother of the 
prisoner implored hint to save himself 
from the electric ( hair, if possible, do 
it came about that “Dago Frank” con­ 
f u t e d to go into the grand jury room 
aud tell the whole story of how he was 
employed to take part in the kill im 
ut Rosenthal, how the killing was done 
aud how the murderers got away. 
The confession of “Dago Frank” is 
looked upon by the district a tto m y as 
evidence of the utmost importance it 
brings the actual assassination right 
into the case ou the description of a 
participant, aud it also serves to cor­ 
roborate the confessions of .lack Rose 
aud Bridgey Webber as to the hiring 
of the gray touring car and the move­ 
ments of the car previous to and fol­ 
lowing the murder. 
Fiidoubtediy additional arrests will 
grow out of the story of “Dago Frank” 
to the gram! jury. He knew tile whole 
crowd of gangsters and assassins tor 
hire that assembled in Bridgey Web 
her s poker room during the two hours 
better the murder. Many of these men 
weie unknown to Webber and Rose 
William Shapiro, the driver of the 
murder car, will also he a witness be 
fore the grand jury. 
The confession of "Dago Frank” and 
the complete story of Shapiro marked 
a big ad van e in the case, especially 
in connection 
with the approaching 
surrender ot Sam Schepp, one of the 
iugitives from justice. 
it was rumored that the district at­ 
torney was afraid Schepps would be 
puked up by the police l>eloie he 
reached the criminal courts building.

Asserts Upholding of the Constitution 


Is Prime Issue of Fight and Deciares 


For Protective Tariff. 


Washington, Aug. 2.—Defining hiB 
attitude on the tariff and the trusts 
and 
denouncing the Democrats and 
Roosevelt Progressives as endorsing 
policies that he deems attacks on the 
constitution and as leading toward so­ 
cialism, President Taft at the W'hiie 
House formally accepted the Republi­ 
can nomination for the presidency. 
Mr. Tait was 
surrounded 
by his 
family and many friends in the his­ 
toric east room of the White House as 
he received from Senator Root the of­ 
ficial notification of his nomination, 
in which the man who presided at the 
Chicago convention said: 
“Your title to the nomination Is as 
clear and unimpeachable as the title 
ot any candidate since political con 
ventions began.” 
Mrs. Taft, radiant and happy, stood 
by her husband’s side. Charles, their 
younger son, was there, too. They had 
rome from their summer cottage at 
Beverly. Miss Helen Taft and Robert, 
the cider soil, were not present. 
Moving picture mac bine operators 
clicked off thousands of feet of film 
While Senator Root and the president 
were siaaking. 
It was the first time 
a moving picture had been taken in 
the White House. 
The state depart­ 
ment will preserve one of the rolls In 
its archives. 
In his speech Mr. Taft set forth the 
achievements and aims of his admin­ 
istration and what he considered the 
cardinal principles of the party and 
the i *hI issued of the coming national 
campaign. 
He reserved the right to 
amplity his declaration as the cam 
pa*un progressed. The supreme issue, 
the president de*dared, was that of the 
maintenance of the nation's institu­ 
tions and the preservation of the con 
*titution, threatened* he said. on the 
one hand bv the Democratic party and 
on the other by those 
Republic ans 
who had left the party to try their for­ 
tunes in a m w one. 
Next In importance he plared the 
tariff. In the proposals of the Demo­ 
crat* (or reductions In the present 
schedules, he said, lay danger of busi­ 
ness depression and bard times. The 
Republican piinclpJe of revision only 
where scientific investigation shows it 
ie e e -sary, and always with the pro­ 
tective prim pie in view, marked the 
straight read to continued prosperity 
and comtner* Isl peace. 
He asserted 
the high (*ost of living could not be 
traced to th** tariff. 
Regulation of the frusta he declared 
was only less important as an issue 
than th** tariff. 
He alives ated legists 
Hon supplementary to the Sherman 
law to make sjx*eiflc acta misdemean­ 
ors. hut opposed the Democratic pro 
posal of placing the burden of proof o 
“reasonable restraint” on the defend 
ants. He reiterated his stand for a 
law for voluntary federal Incorpora 
Hon. 
Mr. Taft did not mention either Col­ 
onel Roosevelt or Governor Wilson by 
name, but referred to both. 
Th*- Roosevelt theory of “recall of 
decision" 
he 
termed 
a 
“grotesque 
proposition,” 
assailed 
'‘unprincipled 
muckraking' as largely responsible for 
social unrest, and attacked the initia­ 
tive, referendum and recall. He closed 
w ith an appeal for the support of those 
Democrat* “who view with the same 
aversion that we Republicans do, the 
radical prop sit ions of change of form 
of government that are recklessly ad 
tam ed to satisfy what Is supposed to 
be popular clamor.”
